The Railway Deadlock. 


At a special meeting in Dublin vester- 
day Sir Thomas Esmonde, Chairman of 
the Dublin and South-Fastern Railway 
Company, explained to his shareholders 
the circumstances which had led up 
to the collapse of the recent negotia- 
tions in regard to railway fusion in the 
Free State. The story can be told briefly. 
The negotiations were: conducted between 
the Dublin and South-Eastern Company 
on the one hand, and representatives of 
the other principal Free State railway 
companies on the other, and had as their 
object the contrivance of a scheme by 
means of which the Dublin and South- 
Eastern line could become absorbed in the 
proposed amalgamated company under 
the Free State Railways Act. The Dublin 
and South-Eastern Company for over half 
a century has been working in close touch 
with the London and North-Western Rail- 
way Company, now merged in the London, 
Midland and Scottish group. This alli- 
ance was strengthened when the English 
company lent the Irish company the sum 
of £100,000, in return for which it secured 
the right to nominate a director on the 
Dublin and South-Eastern Board. Further- 
more, various working arrangements were 
made between the two companies, in 
respect, inter alia, of the allocation of 
cross-Channel traffic receipts, as a result 
of which the Irish company obtained ap 
additional income of nearly £27,000 a 
year. When the ‘negotiations began in 
Ireland the Negotiating Committee 
stipulated that it would consent to the 
exchange of stocks with the Dublin and 
South-Eastern Company only on the 
condition, however, that the annual 
subsidies from the London, Midland 
and Scottish Company. should be con- 
tinued to the new amalgamated group. 
The new company will include the 
Great Southern and Western Railway of 
Ireland, which will have a majority of 
directors on the amalgamated Board. In 
view of the fact that this company works 
in conjunction with the Great Western 
Company of England, which is a keen 
competitor for the Irish cross-Channel 
trade, the London, Midland and Scottish 
group refused to transfer the subsidies 
“until the Great Southern and Western 


garding the competitive route ' (F ishguard 
and Rosslare). The Negotiating Committee 
then offered to treat on the assumption 
that the subsidies would disappear, but 
the directors of the Dublin and South- 
Eastern Company replied that they could 
not contemplate the loss of such an im- 
portant portion of their present revenue. 
Negotiations are at an end. As the 
matter stands at present, the whole busi- 
ness will come before the Railway Tribunal, 
which has full powers to impose any 
scheme of unification which it may choose. 
The position of the London, Midland and 
Scottish group seems to be that it is pre 
pared to wash its hands of the Free State 
railways altogether. It has offered to 
accept immediate repayment of the 
£100,000 which it lent to the Dublin and 
South-Eastern Company , and simul- 
taneously to withdraw its nominee from 
the Board of directors. In the alternative,

sible and the legitimate requirements of 
the London, Midland and Scottish Com- 
pany shall be. satisfied.

Germany’s Decision. 


The Reichstag has accepted the London 
Pact. The critical vote, which took 
place yesterday, was the division on the 
Dawes Railway Bill, which, under the 
terms of the Weimar Constitution, re 
quired a two-third majority. This margin 
was exceeded by twenty votes. Three 
hundred and fourteen deputies voted for 
acceptance and one hundred and twenty- 
seven for rejection of the Bill. The 
Nationalists cast their votes with the 
majority. The only opposition came from 
th> Communists and the Ludendorff party, 
who received the verdict with noisy 
protests. After this critical division and 
the passage of the other bills connected 
with the Dawes Report by plain 
majorities, the London Pact was adopted 
by the same majority as the Railway Bill. 
A vote of no confidence in the Govern- 
ment was rejected, and an attempt to 
delay the application of the Dawes Report 
for two months suffered a like fate. The 
result was a triumph for the eloquence 
of Herr Stresemann, the Foreign Minister, 
and he and the Chancellor, Herr Marx, 
can congratulate themselves on having sur- 
vived a dangerous crisis. They had pro- 
vided for a defeat in the Reichstag by 
obtaining from President Ebert the 
requisite authority to sign the London 
Agreement to-day, irrespective of the 
decision of their Parliament. An adverse 
vote, however, would have necessitated a 
general election which must have been 
attended by delay and uncertainty. The 
attitude of the Nationalists has been 
extremely uncertain. throughout, and, 
doubtless, it is largely due to the clearly 
expressed determination of the Govern- 
ment that they held their hands when the 
decisive moment arrived. 

When the earlier debates were held their 
opposition to the London Agreement in 
all its aspects seemed to be immovable, 
but gradually a change in their attitude 
became apparent. Herr Hergt, the leader 
of the party, persisted in his refusal to 
accept the Dawes Report until the last 
moment; but, with the progress of time, 
his voice lost its tone of assurance. To-day 
the Agreement will be signed, and the 
stage is cleared and set for the next act. 
Of the merits of the London Pact, of the 
vexed questions of the forty million pounds 
loan and payment in kind, it is unneces 
sary to treat. Suffice it to say that its 
terms were arranged by open negotiations 
between the Allies and the German 
plenipdtentiaries. They may not repre- 
sent an ideal solution, but they have been 
arrived at through the most exhaustive 
process of sifting every possibility, and 
they have been accepted by all the 
nations involved. Germany can complain 
no longer of dictation and can find no 
more excuses for evading her responsibili- 
ties. The French already are preparing 
to evacuate the Ruhr, and in a year’s time 
their occupation of this territory, which 
has formed a barrier and a menace to 
European peace for so long, will be at an 
end. The Assembly of the League olf 
Nations will open at Geneva in a better. 
clearer atmosphere than any which has 
surrounded European deliberations since 
the war. Those who are charged with the 
intricate and arduous task of guiding 
Europe back to prosperity at least can 
see the road stretching out before them. 
Trade can revive only when confidence is 
restored. If the London Agreement is 
carried out loyally and the prevailing un- 
certainty is dispelled, it should be quick 
to respond. If yesterday's vote in the 
Reichstag shows nothing else, it is evidence 
that Germany is coming to her senses, 
and may be expected to discard her atti- 
tude of unyielding obstruction which has 
been the despair of diplomatists and has 
baffled their best efforts to efface the scars 
that the war has left on a tortured 
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Decus et Tutamen.

The Art of Omission. 


The family of the late Dr. George 
MacDonald has destroyed a manuscript 
Of 120,000 words from his pen which he 
had been led to believe unworthy of his 
better work. Are we to applaud or to 
regret this drastic act? We must, at least, 
admire. Too often a great reputation is 
cheapened by the publication of trivialities 
which are read for their author's name 
alone, That artist is the truest to his art 
whose pride withholds him from exploit- 
ing his welcome. Too few have the forti- 
tude to abstain from giving the public 
what their better ‘judgment knows to be 
an inferior ware. Restraint is the mark 
of the master. “There is but one art— 
to omit,’’ said Stevenson. “A man who 
knew how to omit could make an Iliad of 
the daily paper.” He himself had that 
scrupulous gift of self-criticism, and pub- 
lished only of his best ; many pieces from 
his pen which give delight have been 
published posthumously from manuscripts 
which he, while living, withheld from the 
presses. Probably writers seldom have 
erred on the side of too severe a revision 
of their canons; and, while the enthusiast 
will treasure every casual word of his 
favourite author, the general public 
might have a better appreciation of the 
best things in many writers if those 
passages were not hidden amid indifferent 
matter and second-rate volumes. Time 
and fate are the cruellest of editors: and 
though Sappho, living in the classic age, 
gave nothing to the world but refined gold, 
they have left us but little of her art.

EX-SOLDIERS OF THE 
FREE STATE. 


UNEMPLOYMENT BENEN?. 
The Rt. Hon. J. M. Andrews, J.P, 
Minister of Labour for Northern Ireland, 
yesterday received a deputation from the 
Belfast Tenants’ Protection Association, on 
the question of the unemployment benefit of 
ex-members of the Free State Army. 

In the course of a long discussion the 
Minister of Labour explained that if the Free 
State Government had kept their soldiers 
insured, in the same way as the Northern 
Government had insured their Special Con- 
stabulary the difficulty would not have 
arisen. He pointed out that virtually all 
the married men with families in Belfast were 
receiving full Ulster benefits, due mainly to 
the generosity of the Bishop of Down and 
Connor (Dr. MacRory), in paying the 
necessary contributions to the Northern 
Ireland Unemployment Fund, in respect of 
their service in the Free State Army. He 
also stated that, as he had already informed 
the Free State Government when discharges 
began, he was quite willing to undertake to 

y full Northern benefits to all the Free 
State soldiers who were formerly resident 
in Northern territory, and who, prior to 
enlistment, were in insurable employment 
in the North, provided that he obtained for 
the Northern Ireland Unemployment Fund 
the statutory contributions. 

The deputation undertook to make repre- 
sentations to the Free State Government on 
the subject.

SIR,—Í regret to see that  cross-Channel 
freights are about being raised again on the 
lst prox., notwithstanding the exceedingly 
high rates which obtain already.

The moderate groups have 
been congolidated by a desire to have the 
Dawes plan put into operation, and, 
apparently, nothing now will interfere 
with that. 


Miners and the Dawes Scheme. 


Emphasis is given to what the miners 
fear from the pvussible effects of the Dawe: 
scheme by the anxiety of their executive 
to get face to face with the Prime 
Minister. They are not out for nice bhi 
or negotiation or promises, but to demand 
that there shall be no German reparation 
payments in coal. On that they intend 
to insist. The miners and their leaders 
are disturbed by the falling off in coal ex- 
ports, from which decline there\ is nd 
present prospect of recovery. the/ 
present unsatisfactory state of the foreiz 
market should be rendered worse by the 
operation of the Dawes report there must 
follow throughout the whole coal industry 
a serious set-back to all concerned in it. 
That is exactly what the miners want to 
avoid, but not for the reason which seems 
most obvious. Their plans for another 
strike are maturin diaby. but surely, 
and they foresee i weak would be 
their case to demand imareased wages from 
an industry which was losing an important 
branch of its trade. It was hoped to catch 
Mr. Macdonald before his departure for 
Geneva ; but, failing that, the executive 
will lie in wait for him on his return. 


Mr. Charchill. 


It is not improbable that the Edinburgh 
eeting, at which Mr. Winston Churchill 
nd Sir Robert Horne have been 
nnounced to appear on the same plat- 
orm, will be abandoned. Mr. Churchill 
is not persona grata with a considerable 
section of the Conservative Party, and as 
as it was known that he was going to 
ak in conjunction with one of Mr. 
dwin's principal lieutenants some 
strong representations in protest against 
any such arrangement were made jmme- 
dlately to headquarters. If they prove 
ineffective a rift in the party is assured. 
The section in question, and it is not an 
umimportant one, has never forgiven Mr. 
Churchill for certain political derelictions, 
and they would rather have him as 
2 ge than as a friend. Somewhat 
similar feelings are entertained towards 
Lord Birkenhead and Mr. Austen Cham- 
ae but. in less degree, and to the 
latter least of all. 


Egvpt and Lancashire. 


The unrest in Egypt is disturbin, 
Lancashire, which draws a large quantity 
of its raw material from the region of the 
Nile. Egypt produces some very fine 
cotton for the more delicate class of manu- 
facturers, and the fear is that the quality 
may deteriorate with the withdrawal of 
British officials, botanists, entomologists 
and chemists from the State seed farms. 
The history of cotton-growing in Egypt 
has shown that one variety after another 
has risen to a commanding position in the 
market only to deteriorate gradually and 
finally disappear. Unceasing attention is 
given by British officials not only to main- 
taining the purity of existing varieties, 
but also to have ready other varieties tc 
take the place of those that fail. 


Cioil War in China. 


Civil war in China, which has been 
smouldering for.a long while, appears to 
be on the point of assuming a more activs 
character. From present appearances 
Shanghai is in the zone of operations, and 
rival forces are concentrating in the 
neighbourhood. The Shanghai police force 
is a well-armed body of a semi-military 
character, and there is an efficient volun- 
teer force under the command of 4 
British colonel. Should it become neces- 
sary to assist these two forces adequate 
reinforcements could be obtained from the 
British, American and Japanese squadrons 
now in the Chinese waters, and it ie 
significant that movements of warships t¢ 
Shanghai from Wei-hai-Wei and Chefc 
are reported. - 


Covent Garden} 


The Covent Garden strike has entered 
on its fifteenth day, and there is still no 
sign of satisfactory settlement of the 
dispute. Mr. Bevin has been put into 
an awkward dilemma by the calling off 
of his instructions to dockers in the 


signed to the market. The enforcement 
of these orders would have been an in- 
fringement of an agreement which followed 
the recent dock strike. The employers 
are keeping open their offer to the men 
as regards returning to work, but only 4 
few are taking advantage of it, the leaders 
putting all possible pressure on them to 
remain out, being fearful of the strike 
collapsing. While not flatly refusing to 
meet the officials of the Ministry of 
Labour, the employers say that little or 
no advantage could come from such an 
interview as Sir David Shackleton soucht 
to promote. They consider that they 
have broken the strike, and that nothing 
remains but for the men to return to work. 


Agricaltaral Shows. 


Foot-and-mouth disease and bad weather 
have conspired to deprive many of the 
agricultural shows held about this time 
of the,year of the success which usually 
attends them. That of the Fareham and 
South Hants Farmers’ Club was shorn 
of principal attractions, as all the pig 
and cattle classes had to be excluded. The 
outbreak in this area has been almost 
conquered, but it has not been deemed 
safe yet to remove any of the restrictions. 
In Lincolnshire there have been two more 
outbreaks, but not of an extensive kind. 
Some good prices were realised at the 
mle of pedigree pigs at Sevenoaks vester- 
day, where twenty-three sows and gilts 
and four boars totalled over £271. and 
another lot of fifteen sows and gilts and 
one boar broucht in over £281. At Craven 
Arms, in Shropshire, flock-masters from 
all parts of the country attended the 
fiftieth annual sheep sale, the largest in 
the United Kingdom, when no fewer than 
18,000 ewes were disposed of to ready 
buyers. 


The Cricket Season. 


The cricket season which is drawing to 
a close has been remarkable for the friction 
which has occurred between various clubs.

if at any time during the continuance of this 
agreement a vacancy occurs in the representation 
of the English Company upon the Board of the 
Irish Company, the Directors of the Irish Com- 
pany shall forthwith procure the election or re- 
election of, or will co-opt or re-co-opt, a fit and 
proper person, properly qualified, nominated by 
the English Company, subject to the approval 
of the Jrish Company (which approval is not to 
be wrreasonably withheld), to be a director of 
the Irish Company. 

Clause 13.—in consideration of the foregoing, 
the English Company wndertake and agree from 
time te time, as required, to advance to the Irish 
Company by way of temporary. loan, such a sum 
or sums as may be necessary to complete the 


extension railway, including the purchase of the 
necessary lands and the purchase of joint owner- 
ship- in or the construction of the joint lines 
described in Section -12 of the Fishguard and 
Rossiare Railway Act, 1899, not exceeding in all 
the sum ef one hundred thousand pounds, which 
sum or sums shall be exclusively used and applied 
for the purpose of the construction and completion 
of the extension railway and the joint lines. The 
said advance shall be made in such sums as 
may be required from time. to time to mect the 
expenditure certified by the Irish Company's eng!- 
neer, and confirmed hy. a. certificate from the 
engineer of the English Company. 


RECENT DEVELOPMENTS. 


Thus far I think I have given you the 
salient points in the history of our relations 
with the London and North-Western Com- 
pany, and before turning to recent develop- 
ments I feel it is our duty as directors to say 
that the Beg gé pe SS Com- 

, im being good frie to our company, 
ba heiped mais ially the development of the 
Counties of Wexford, Wicklow, and that 
part of County Dublin served by our line, and 
we know that the commercial interests of 
Waterford appreciate highly the advantages 
which the competitive route gave to them by 
the construction of the New Ross and Water- 
ford Extension. 

It is mow. histary that, when _the 

organisation of the Irish railways became ond 
of the active policies of the Government, we 
opposed the amalgamation of this company 
with the Great Southern and Western Com- 
pany on the ground that both companies were 
natural competitors for the cross-Channel 
traffic in the South of Ireland, and that it 
would be.a. loss to the trading communities 
to abolish that natural competition. 
As we all know, the Government took the 
opposite view, and from that moment the con- 
flicting interests of both companies, interests 
established for over half a century, clashed, as 
a natural consequence. Each company having 
built up its interests and revenues by com- 
petition and opposition. the natural result is 
that in amalgamation the interests of one or 
other of the companies must be submerged. 
Nevertheless, we met the Great Southern and 
Western Railway Company in February, 1923, 
for the purpose of negotiating amalgamation. 


THE DIFFICULTY. 


When we duly reached the discussion of our 
respective Ordinary Stocks, the Great Southern 
and Western Company's representatives re- 
quested us to approach the London, Midland 
and Scottish Company (which now contains 
the old London and North-Western Company) 
for an assurance in writing that— 
in the event of amalgamation, the London, 
Midland, and Scottish Company will give to 
the new Trish Company all the advantages 
which the Dublin and South-Fastern Company 
enjoy from the London, Midland, and Scot- 
tish Company. over and ahove the advan- 
tages which they enjoy under the terms of 
the agreement as set out in the Second 
Lon and North-Western 
t is to say, that 
the new company sh be treated hy the 
London, Midland, and Scottish Company on 
what may bed as the most favoured 
nation terms. 
The Great Southern and Western Company 
recognised clearly that the obtaining of the 
‘“most-favoured nation terms” from the 
London, Midland and Septtish Company was 
not merely a matter for our advantage, but 
also one that affects greatly the welfare of the 
new Irish company. 

It will be evident to you that the London, 
Midland and Scottish Company could not 
possibly agree to transfer to the new group 
railway valuable monetary concessions, given 
to the Dublin and South-Eastern Railway 
Company in virtue of their tion in 
competing for the cross-Channel traffic as 
against the Fishguard-Rosslare route, until 
the Great Southern and Western Company 
had declared its intentions regarding the 
future use of the competitive route; but up 
to the present these intentions have never 
been revealed. In other words, the London, 
Midland and Scottish Company were asked to 
be yearly to the new company a large 
sum of money, without any security that their 
legitimate interests would be considered and 
safegua: The negotiations broke down at 
this point.

COMPANY ABLE TO 
“CARRY ON.” 


The Irish Workers’ Union made another 
attempt yesterday to stop the Great 
Southern and Western Railway Company's 
business and to prevent the delivery of 
foodstuffs and other goods to consignees in 
Dublin, In the morning the employés 
of Messrs. John Wallis and Sons, the com- 
pany’s carting contractors. were called out 
on strike “in sympathy with the Inchicore 
strikers '” ; and Messrs. Wordie and Com- 
pany, carriers, in order to prevent similar 
action. were obliged to suspend deliveries 
to or from Kingsbridge. Motormen in th 
employment of Messrs. Pim Brothers, 
Limited, drapers and house furnishers, 
South Great George’s street, also with- 
drew their labour. 


This latest extension of the Inchicore strike 
may cause a deal of inconvenience to 
traders. It may necessitate the employment 
of additional carters, and, consequently, a 
loss to consignees or consignors, who will 
have to secure the cartage of goods at their 
own expense. 

There is a strong hope, however, that the 
difficulty of capt, Be be met, and that 
the goods traffic in Dublin may be as regular 
to-day as it has been during the strike. 
Consequent on the carters’ action, there was 
a great deal o congfestion at Kingsbridge last 
evening. Many tons of goods, chiefly farm 
and dairy produce, were ‘‘ held up "’ through- 
out the day, and undelivered consignments 
were accumulating. 

SERIOUS SITUATION. 

The company appreciates the seriousness of 
the situation, but it hopes, with the support 
of private traders, to maintain a full goods 
service. All goods trains were run as usual 
last night. If traders rise to the occasion 
and provide labour to remove the goods 
which are “ held up ” at Kingsbridge, there 
is no reason why the company should not 
succeed in its effort to ' carry on ”’ in spite 
of the strike. 

Messrs. John Wallis and Sons, in the past, 
have been responsible for the cartage of a 
considerable proportion of the goods traffic 
both to. and from Kingsbridge, but the bulk 
of the traffic, and virtually all the “‘ heavy ”’ 
traffic, has been delivered by the private 
traders’ own carters.

The step which Messrs. Wordie and Co. 


took yesterday in order to avoid the entire 
suspension of their business cannot have any 
serious effect, as Messrs. Wordie had only a 
small dealing with the Great Southern and 
Western Company. Messrs. Wordie, it is 
stated, however, yielded to the request of the 
Irish Workers’ Union that they should stop 
delivering goods to or from Kingsbridge only 
as a “ slide-over’’ for the day. The company 
may decide on a different course to-day. 

Ten of Messrs. Wordie’s carters—the firm 
employs sixty—are members of the Irish Trans- 

rt Workers’ Union. 

The strike of Messrs. Wallis’s emplovés will 
affect all railway companies, especially the 
Great Northern Company, for which Messrs. 
Wallis are the contractors. Apart from rail- 
way traffic, Messrs. Wallis also had extensive 
dealings with private concerns in Dublin. 
Yesterday only two or three of the eighty 
carters in Messrs. Wallis’s employment re- 
mained at their work. 

Despite yesterday's development there has 
been no further effort to end the dispute be- 
tween the fitters and the vicemen, which 
caused the strike. 

The strike of Messrs. Pim’s motormen, it 
is stated, followed the dismissal of an em- 
‘ployé for failing to deliver a parcel at the 
sewing department of the Inchicore Works. 
The employé is said to have told his em- 
Eves that he was turned back by a strike 
- et. Afterwards the parcel was delivered 
y another employé—said to be a member of 
the Transport Workers’ Union. As a result 
of the strike Messrs. Pim were not able to 
make any deliveries vesterday. 

A message from London last night con-

RUSSIA AND INDIA

SICK OF PARTY POLITICS: 
APPEAL TO LEADERS, 


Mr, Ramsay Macdonald, in the course 


his determination to keep Ireland out of 


the arena of party politics, 
Reviewing the complexity of the 
problems that confront him, he said : 


as troublesome to me as ever it was. 

He concluded by saying that he was sick 
and tired of party politics, ‘The only 
way that the State can be guided to safety 
through its difficult days,” he declared, 
“is for men of different views to put the 
honour of their State first and everything 
afterwards.” 


After declaring his pride in Lossiemouth, 
he said :—‘‘ I suppose it is perfectly true that 
we have given Lossiemouth a certain amount 
of fame. I was told the other day by an 
American friend that advertisements were ap- 

ring in the United States offering trips to 
Vembley, the. tropics, and iemouth. 
(Laughter.) Sometimes they got rather mixed 
up about it. One paper referred to it as 
Lazymouth.”’ 

Continuing, Mr. Macdonald said :—* Now- 
adays we hear a great deal about patriotism 
and the lack of it. I hold that no man or 
woman can be a patriot unless they love the 

lace of their birth. It was, perhaps, a bless- 
ing first to be born at all, then to be born 
in the English-speaking world, next to be a 
Scotsman, better still to be born a Moray- 
shire man, but best of all to be born a Lossie 
loon.”’ 

Turning to his appointment as Premier, Mr. 
Macdonald said that whatever had happened 
had happened, not because it had been sought, 
but because of work done with sincerity. 

“I was the first of my kind. For the first 
time Labour has given a Prime Minister to 
the British Empire. None of you will ever 


know how terribly risky the experiment was. 


The leader of a minority faced with problems 
which, I do not think, in their number, in their 
complexity, and in their critical character, has 
ever faced a Prime Minister. It was a very 
risky step to take, but once to every man ane 
nation comes the moment to decide. The de 
cision was taken. I hope that whatever is to 
happen it will be said that as the result of 
that experiment the way was made smooth 
for whoever is to follow us. 

“ You do not require to be told—those who 
read the newspapers know more about it than 
I do—the many troubles I have had. The 
tragic entanglements of Europe, defying appa- 
rently everybody who tries to disentangle the 
entanglement; ill-will, - suspicion, and un- 
willingness to change—it is almost impossible 
to get people to approach the problem in a 
new frame of mind. 

“The Empire itself, in the course of gene- 
rations of evolution, has reached a time when 
it was no longer sufficient for somebody to 
be in the Colomal Office, or m Downing 
street, to issue edicts, and say—' You are our 
Colonies, our children, our dependents ;’ but 
an Empire of self-respecting, self-governing, 
liberty-loving Britishers, requiring the 
machinery of Government of a totally 
different. character, requiring some- 
body to solve the problem of how 
self-governing gations may co-operate 
without losing salf-respect. That pro- 
blem has not yet been solved, and it has 
been our fate to have it in its first phases. 

“ Ireland, that never sleeps; Ireland, that 
seems to defy everyone who touches it, 
to-day is as troublesome to me as ever it was; 
Ireland which, nevertheless, I am determined, 
if I can succeed, to keep out of the arena of 
party politics. India has also reached that 
stage of evolution when she is beginning to 
offer the statesmen of this country that great 
problem of self-government within the Empire 
of Liberty. Egypt, endowed with inde- 
pendence of a partial character, and yet sur- 
rounded by some of the most thorny prob- 
lems of administration. Russia—it is almost 
unsafe to mention the word, because there 
are still newspapers who. are out for 
‘stunts,’ rather than for the truth—but in 
Russia you have to solve a problem which is 
not only confronting us, but the whole 
civilised world, and one which we cannot 
afford to overlook. 

“ Any one of these is a burden quite heavy 
enough for one pair of shoulders to bear; but 
we have had them all, and all at the same 
time. 

‘ All 1 can say is that we may have come 
in by accident—perhaps, we did. We may 
have come in by lochocshane, we did. The 
only thing I am concerned in is that we are 
there, and that whoever is there has to do 
his best to solve those problems in accordance 
with British honour, and with British 
security and peace. 

“ Never did this country want men more 
than it wants men now. I sometimes get 
sick and tired of party politics. I get sick 
and tired of that method of controversy, 
which is dishonest, and which people of all 
parties indulge in, knowing very often that 
it is dishonest. The only way that the 
State can be guided in safety through its 
dificult days is for men of different views 
and of diverse conceptions to put the honour 
and reputation of their State first, and every- 
thing else afterwards.”’

AT QUARANTINE. 


‘*] CAME HERE ON A 
HOLIDAY.” 


NEW YORK, Friday. 

When the giant liner, Berengaria, dropped 
anchor at quarantine a few minutes after 
2 o'clock this afternoon, the whole bay was 
crowded with pleasure craft, and ears were 
deafened with the screaming of a hundred 
whistles, ‘Three Army planes swooped and 
hovered overhead, as the Prince stood on the 
bridge, side by side with the Captain of the 
ship and Captain Lascelles, his Assistant 
Private Secretary. 

His Royal Highness, leaning over the side 
of the vessel, watched with interest the 
mane@uvres of two mail boats, which were the 
first craft to approach the liner. Next came 
the immigration and medical cutters, and then 
a swarm of newspaper men, who hurried up 
the side of the ship, and made a concerted 
rush at the Prince as he descended along the 
deck. His Royal: Highness appeared to be 
surprised, and even a little awed, at the 
number and size of the crowd of reporters. 
“Il am happy to be in America again,” were 
his first words, as he stood amidst the throng, 
busy with notebooks and pencils, “I like 
Ea country very much. 1 come here on 

oliday, and | would be very grateful if you 
would make it as easy for me as possible.’’ 

Someone asked the Prince whether he 
would ma an American heiress. He 
‘laughed, and replied that he did not know. 
The talk was of brief duration, but the 
Prince found time to shake hands with a 
number of those present. The yacht, the 
‘Black Watch,” then came alongside, and 
he clambered down an iron ladder to board

OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 

Just before the Prince left one of his suite 
gave out the following formal statement :'— 

“Some of my American friends have very 
kindly given me an opportunity of breaking 
my holiday trip to my ranch by a short stay 
on Long Island, so that I may see the in- 
ternational polo. There is no need for me 
to say how glad I was to accep’ the kind 
offer. Whichever side wins, I am quite cer- 
tain we will have splendid bean Á a and 
from what I saw of the Olympic contests, I 
am certain the games will be marked by that 
friendly sportsmanship and good feeling, 
which are such a happy feature of al! these 
contests between our two nations. I am 
looking forward to my fortnight on Long 
Island more than I can say. It will give 
me a chance, as a holiday-maker, both to 
renew some of the many delightful recollec- 
tions of America which I got on my oficial 
visit in 1919, and to watch what believe 
will be the finest exhibition.of a great game 
which th» world can produce.”’ 

As the Berengaria approached quarantine, 
the British Ambassador, with officials of the 
State Department, proceeded to meet her in a 
private launch. The weather was perfect, 
with bright sunshine and a cool breeze. 

When the Prince was nearing land he heard 
messages from New York officials, transmitted 
by wireless via an aeroplane some seven 
thousand feet above the liner. The Message 
from Governor Smith, of New York State, 
extended a warm and friendly welcome on 
behalf of the State of New York “on the 
oceasion of the arrival of His Royal Highness 
in our harbour.”—(Press Association special 
telegram.) 


ARRIVAL AT GLEN COVE, 


The Prince of Wales arrived here at 5.30 
this evening. 

Evidence of the great popularity of the 
Royal visitor is provided by the fact that the 
Glen Cove Harbour is choked with gaily- 
decorated yachts belonging to the New York 
Yacht Club. A United States torpedo boat 
acted as escort to the Black Watch, in which 
the Prince sailed here from New York. Those 
in charge of the Royal party needed strategy 
to escape the crowd of 2,000 which gathered 
at Glen Cove Pier, to welcome the Prince. 
Instead of docking at the Yacht Club Pier, 
as had been expected, the Black Watch tied 
up at a private wharf, and the party sped 
away in a motor car to Syosset.—(Press 
Association special telegram.)

THE GERMAN ACCEPTANCE, 


—0— 
TRIUMPH OF COMMON- 
SENSE.

The Times, commenting in a leading 
article upon the adoption of the Government 
Bills by the Reichstag essential for putting 
the terms of the London Agreement into forc®, 
observes :—The German Government and the 
German people are to be congratulated warmly 
on the result. It is a triumph of common 
sense; but, while that triumph was foreseen 
by well-informed and judicious observers, it 
was not assured until the last moment. 
President Ebert and his Cabinet had, indeed, 
wisely and boldiy decided that, whatever the 
fate of the bills might be, Germany would 
sign the Agreement to-day; but had the 
bills failed to obtain the necessary majority a 
dissolution would have become inevitable, and 
the whole scheme would have been exposed 
to the risks of a General Election, fought 
largely upon other issues. At the best this 
would necessarily have involved a delay of 
many weeks before the bills could have been 
submitted to a new Reichstag; at the worst 
it might have led to a return of a lody 
which would have rejected them. 
Even a delay of ‘this duration would 
have been a great misfortune not only to Ger- 
many but to Enrope and the world. Refusal 
to pass the bills would have been nothing 
short of an international calamity. 

Herr Marx has had a difficult part to play 
in a Chamber in which he has not a trust- 
worthy majority sufficient to secure the adop 
tion of these vital measures. The Nationalist 
leaders gave it to be understood that they 
had left the members of their party free to 
vote as they thought proper, and, in fact, 
out of patriotism or from other motives about 
forty of them voted with the Coalition and 
the Socialists for the adoption of the bills. 
Whatever the reasons, they showed their com. 
mon sense. The odium of the collapse of al! 
the widespread hopes founded on the Dawes 
scheme would have weighed heavily upon 
them had they executed their repeated threats 
to prevent its adoption, as they could have 
done if thev had fulfilled the menace which 
they repeatel almost to the last. Apparently 
they secured the adoption of an amendment 
to the effect that the German Government 
should decide :he date when the legislation 
comes into force. As the Government 
had already decided that the agreement 
shall be signed to-day a graceful 
concession on this head could do no more 
than ‘‘save the face ” of the Nationalists. 

The Dawes scheme has now survived its 
urectest legislative dangers. Other dangers 
of many kinds await ;t before it can come 
into elective operation and -exercise a bene- 
ficial infinénce on a distracted Europe. But 
a notable step towards its realisation has 
been taken, and the lovers of peace and 
prosperity in all lands may reasonably hope 
that the good-will, the good sense and tLe 
statesmanship, which have happily resulted in 
securing the assent of Governments and Le- 
cislatures with such different interests and 
different views, will not be less successful in 
averting any perils and mischiefs which may 
impede the further progress of this great 
peace project to the desired goal.

HEAVY FINF AT LIMERICK.

REICHSTAG SCENE 


FISTS SHAKEN AT THE 
FOREIGN DIPLOMATS, 


- 


Germany has aceepted the Dawes’ plan. 
The crux was the railway bill, which 
required a two-thirds’ majority in the 
Reichstag before it could be adopted, and 
this was obtained by the votes of the 
Nationalists. Although  ostentatiously 
flourishing red cards in the air, about fifty 
of the Nationalists dropped the white 
ecards of assent into the ballot urns, and 
the bill was passed by 314 votes to 127— 
about twenty more than required for the 
acceptance of the proposal. 

There was a scene of wild excitement 
when the result was announced, and the 
sitting concluded with the adoption, by a 
plain majority of the covering law, 
embodying all the Dawes bills and the 
london Agreement, and the rejection of 
the Extreme Nationalists’ vote of no con- 
fidence in the Government by 251 votes to 
94, with 85 abstentions. In all cases 
when a vote was taken, the Communists 
and Ludendorff’s followers provided the 
main part of the minority. 


IRISH TIMES FOREICN SERVICE. 
From Ocr Own CoRrrzesPponpenr. 
BERLIN, Friday. 

The acceptance of the Dawes legislation by 
the Reichstag was greeted with a sigh of re- 
lief throughout all Germany to-night. Ii is 
true that Ludendorff, marching out of the 
Reichstag, declared—‘‘ This acceptance is an 
infamy,’’ and that the shouts of protests of 
his friends, together with the Communists, 
nearly deafened the assembly in the Reich- 
stag when the President of the Reichstag, 
Herr Wallraff, announced that 314 members 
had voted for the Dawes legislation and only 
127 against it, 

All members of the Middle Parties cheered 
The galleries cheered. Even the sedate and 
imperturbable diplomats in the foreign dipio- 
matic box forgot to maintain their unruffled 
attitude, and applauded. 

The Super-Nationalists, who opposed the 
Dawes legislation to tha end, saw all this. In 
their wrath they threatened the diplomatic 
gallery with uplifted fists. The French Am- 
bassador, M. Margerie, was among those who 
applauded. Up to the last minute before the 
vote secret bargainings were going on between 
the Nationalists and the Government. The 
Nationalists marched to the ballct boxes wav- 
ing the red cards, which meant “No.” But 
at the last second more than fifty of them 
adroitly kept back their red cards and 
dropped in the white card of assent. 

Che question now pre-occupying Germany is 
— What did Stresemann and Marx promise 
the Nationalists to induce them to change 
their point of view?” Germany realises 
that the London agreement settled the posi- 
tion of the German Government in the familv 
of nations for the next two or three years at 
least, but the question is, what is the posi- 
tion of the Government at home? The Na- 
tionalists claim that the Government promised 
them at least four seats in the Cabinet, and 
that—what is far more important—the Go-. 
vernment promised to give them these seats 
before October 5, when negotiations on the 
trade agreement with France will begin. 

This means that the Nationalists would 
carry on the negotiations on this trade agree- 
ment in the name of Germany. This is abso- 
lutely denied to-night by ‘the Democrats, 
who claim that their representatives in te 
Cabinet would never have paid this price for 
the Nationalists’ vote. They assert that the 
only concessions made to Nationalists for their 
support of the Marx-Stresemann policy was 
the Customs tariffs, which will be discussed 
by the Reichstag to-morrow. Thev believe 
(nat Marx and Stresemann will remain at the 
helm in Germany, where they have shown 
their energy and ability. 

The Customs tariff on grain and agricultural 
products reinstates the tariffs in vogue im 
“rermany before the war. It will be the 
ot ject of bitter controversies. since tha 
Socialists, as well as the Communists, are 
against it. The Socialists are looking for an 
opportunity to vent their rage. They ave 
bitterly disappointed by the acceptance rí 
the Dawes plan by the Nationalists. They 
were anxious to see the dissolution of ‘he 
Reichstag, with consequent new elections, 
which might have been expected to bring back 
into their fold a large number of voters who 
last May strayed into the Nationalist camp. 
Now their dreams of a new election are shat. 
tered, and they fear “ bourgeoise supremacy.” 

Anothér point won by the Nationalists is 
seen in Chancellor Marx’s Note to the world 
to-night. Since 1919 the question of who was 
responsible for the war has been oppressing 
the German nation. Germany wants to be 
freed from the accusation of being responsible 
for the breaking out of the war. So long as 
one member of the community of nations 1S 
stamped as criminal, the true understanding 
and true reconciliation of the nations is in 
complete. The problem of who is responsible 
for the war has grown into an obsession with 
those who have been accused of responsibility, 
and the Germans want the problem definitely 
solved by an international judge. : 

i BERLIN, Friday. 

Immediately after the acceptance of the 
Dawes legislation by the Reichstag. the 
financial conferences began. Mr. James 
Speyer, of New York, was the first to confer 
with President Ebert, the Foreign Minister 
(Herr Stresemann), and the Finance Minister 
(Herr Luther). When interviewed after- 
wards, Mr. Speyer declared, although the 
decisions of the London Conference impose 
heavy burdens, the German people are to be 
congratulated upon the Reichstag’s adoption 
to-day of the necessary legislation to put the 
Dawes plan into operation. The adoption of 
this plan by Germany and France marks the 
first important step forward towards the 
peaceful economic reconstruction of Europe 

An American bankér in Berlin, studving 
conditions to-day, expressed the belief that 
the bonds to be issued under the Dawes 
agreement will be excellently secured by the 
railroads and taxes as to the industrial plants 
of Germany. However, he does not believe 
that they will be prosperous during the 
coming year. German industrialists have no 
money, he points out, and must borrow it at 
tremendously high rates of interest. Besides, 
taxes are high. The turnover tax cripples 
industry; and, while wages are low at pre- 
sent, it is believed that they will go up 
soon, thus depriving the industrialists of the 
least pogsibility of selling at a low price, or 
of competing in the world market. 

Herr Schacht, President of the Reichsbank, 
was recalled to Berlin to-day from his vaca- 
tion for further financial conference.

ANTICIPATIONS JUSTIFIED. 


A few weeks later, at our annual general 
meeting on 19th February last, a very féil

dence, as | have descnmbec, had left a very 
strong impression on us of the intention to 
mulct heavily our stockhoiders in the event of 
the new company being unable to retain the 
£20,000 per annum advantages which we re 
ceive from the London, Midland and Scottish 
Company. The recent negotiations have made 
it quite clear that our aaticipations were 
justified. 

We took no further action towards negotia. 
ting until we saw the terms of the Reilways 
Rill, and we then endeavoured—in the in. 
terests of the country as well as of our 
stockholders—to focus public attention-on the 
disastrous result of the alliances that the bill 
wes about to enforce. When the bili finally 
passed into an Act we, of course, had no 
alternative but to accept it, and, with. the 
view of helping the Government as best we 
could, we got into communication with the 
Joint Committee, and, as the result of three 
meetings, we agreed provisionally to a scheme 
of amalgamation on terms which we then felt, 
as vour directors, we could recommend for 
your acceptance. But it was expressely 
stated by the Railway Companies Nego 
tiating Committee that the scheme for the 
inclusion of your company was wholly con 
tingent upon an assurance of the continuance 
of our present arrangements with the London, 
Midland and Scottish Company. 

Another point was that the details of this 
agreed scheme should not be made public until 
this contingency had been secured, and that, 
in the event of failure to secure it, the terms 
oí the contingent scheme were without pre- 
judice, and could not be mentioned in any 
proceedings. Thit condition has, I fear, given 
rise to a great deal of not unnatural irritation 
amongst our stockholders; all I can say is 
that, whilst the proposal to impose these con- 
ditions did not come from our side, you will 
appreciate that. as a party to it, | am in 
henour and in Jaw bound not to disclose the 
details of the scheme. 


“ ARRANGEMENTS.” 


With regard to the phrase “ contingent on 
the present arrangements continuing with the 
London, Midland and Scottish Company; the 
word ‘‘arrangements’’ during the negotia- 
tions was clearly expressed to coyer all ar- 
rangements, statutory and voluntary, between 
the London, Midland and Scottish Company 
and the Dublin and South-Eastern Compan: 

One of our directors stated in the course » 
the discussion with the Negotiating Com- 
mittee that the word ‘‘arrangements”’ was 
mutual and reciprocal, and this interpretation 
was not dissented from. 

The Negotiating Committee immediately 
communicated with the London, Midland and 
Scottish Company in the matter of these 
‘‘ arrangements,’ and on 16th inst. the latter 
company replied that their only requirement 
was that the terms of the London and North- 
Western Act of 1905, and the agreement upon 
which-that Act is based, shou'd be honoured 
and adhered to, and that it appeáred to that 
company that the negotigtions’ between the 
Joint Committee and our company should be 
. @ simple matter. 

In addition, the London, Midland and 
Scottish Company stated that, if it would 
facilitate matters, they would be prepared to 
accept at. once iepayment of the loan of 
£100,000, and would simultaneously withdraw 
their representation from the Dublin and 
South-Eastern Compam sa Board. The Joint 
Committee replied that during the negotia- 
tions with us it was understood between the 
negotiating parties that the ‘‘ arrangements ’’ 
(upon the continuance of which the negotia- 
tions were contingent) related not to the 
statutory rights of the London, Midland and 
Scottish Company under the Act of 1905, but 
_to the benefits which the Dublin and South- 
Fastern Company receive. Their letter stated 
that the new group could not agree to ex- 
change Stocks with the Dublin and South- 
Fastern Company on the basis laid down in 
the contingent agreement without an explicit 
assurance from the London, Midland and 
Scottish Company that these benefits would 
be continued to the amalgamated company. 

The London, Midland and Scottish Com- 
pany replied that the Chairman and directors 
of the Dublin and South-Fastern Company 
had notified them that the Committee's inter- 

retation of the word ‘‘arrangements’’ was 
incorrect, and that, on the contrary, the 
T'ublin and South-Eastern Company's directors

Our position .is quite clear in relation to 
the advantages we obtain for our co-operation 
with the London, Midland and Scottish Com- 
pany. We have these advantages. and. as I 
have already said, we have no difficulty im 
retaining them.

mgs transferred to the new group railway at 
a valuation bated upon ovr present revenues. 
(Hear, hear.) 

The Joint Committee decline to take this 
view, and they have informed us chat, if we 
desire to re-open negotiations on the basis of 
the London. Midland and Scottish subsidies 
not being continued, they are willing to try 
and arrive at an agreement with us; but we 
have replied that it would be impossible for 
this company to open negotiations on that 
datis, as it assumes the disappearance of an 
important part of the present revenues of this 
company. 

Failing a more reasonable attitude on the 
pait of the Railway Companies Negotiating 
Committee, the scheme for our amalgama: 
tion must, therefore, be decided by the 
Tribunal which will be shortly set up under 
the provisions of the Railways Act, 1924, 
and, having regard to the terms of the Act, 
we have no hesitation in recommending our 
stockholders to submit their case to the 
Tribunal with confidence that they will re- 
ceive fair and equitable treatment from 
that body. I saw in yesterday's newspapers 
a letter from one of our siockholders, in which 
he states that our company would fare better 
before the Tribunal than by agreement with 
the other amalgamating companies. We are 
giad to know that our views have the inde- 
pendent support of this gentleman and of 
those who think with him. 

The history of the negotiations, as I have 
set them out, will reveal to you that for over
